He was one of the Constitution’s 
most outspoken proponents, and in 1789, he became the first Chief Justice of 
the United States Supreme Court and finally, the governor of New York from 
1795 until 1801. He co-authored the Federalist Papers and was also elected 
president of the Westchester Bible Society in 1818, and in 1821, John Jay 
became the president of the American Bible Society.

12, 1816, 

“Providence has given to our people the choice of their rulers, and it is 
the duty, as well as the privilege and interest of our Christian nation to 
select and prefer Christians for their rulers. National prosperity can

As a result, female employees would be 
required to share showers, changing areas and 
restrooms with biological males who claim to be 
female. 

• Employers should be able to maintain gender-based 
privacy standards at workplaces that have showers, 
changing areas and bathrooms. The language of this 






bill infringes on the rights of employers to set those 
standards and invades the privacy rights of women 
who have to work in those environments. 

• Biological sex matters in certain jobs and employers 
should be able to hire women (who stay as women) 
at domestic violence shelters, daycares, fitness 
centers, funeral parlors, and nursing homes.

TALKING POINTS:

• Government’s purpose is to protect the freedoms 
established in the U.S. Constitution. The government 
must not abuse its power by harassing individuals 
because of their deeply held beliefs. 

• Employers should not be burdened with additional 
costs, risk and liability of further government 
regulations as the gender fluidity scale continues to 
increase each year.

• Governor Ron DeSantis as one of his first acts as 
Governor signed Executive Order 1910, “Reaffirming 
Commitment to Diversity in Government” which 
protected the legitimate and immutable categories of 
“age, sex, race, color, religion, national origin, marital 







status or disability.” Governor DeSantis intentionally 
did not include “sexual orientation, gender identity or 
gender expression” because he understands the 
problems which arise from creating a new legal 
protected class for these categories. 

• Just because several more liberal city councils and 
county commissions have adopted a bad law does 
not mean the whole state should adopt a bad law. 

• You don’t expand the base of the Republican party 
by proposing a bad law. Mr. Gruters should be more 
concerned about keeping the base of his own party 
intact rather than pandering to people who don’t 
support him anyway. 

• The fact that gay activist groups don’t support the bill 
because it does not go far enough for them, should 
give no one comfort that this bill is somehow good 
public policy. 

• Every advancement made by gay rights activists has 
been through smaller “baby steps” (domestic 
partnerships to civil unions, to gay marriage, to now 
silencing people who disagree, etc...) and this bill is 
a step in the wrong direction to a more fully 
comprehensive and even more dangerous bill. 

• Senator Gruters was given several courtesy calls and 
opportunities to withdraw the bill but was obstinate 
and refused. He now needs to be held accountable 
for his irresponsible actions. 

• Those who have a formal vote as members of the 
Republican Party should appeal to Chair Gruters to 
simply pull the bill as a bad idea and not divide the 
party over this bad bill.

The American Civil Liberties Union of Indiana (ACLU) filed a second lawsuit in 
Indiana to remove a Nativity scene from the Fulton County courthouse lawn 
that has been displayed each year since the 1980s. Liberty Counsel (LC) 
represents Fulton County against the ACLU. LC also represents Jackson 
County in Indiana defending a similar holiday display challenged by the same 
ACLU. 

CNP Board of Governors Member and LC Founder and Chairman Mat Staver 
said, "Publicly sponsored Nativity scenes on public property are constitutional, 
especially when the display includes other secular symbols of the holiday, and 
this Christmas display in Fulton County is no exception."

Few elected Republicans support giving gays the right to marry. The 
party’s influential social-conservative wing sees “traditional 
marriage” as a defining issue. And while most major Democrats are 
rushing to embrace same-sex marriage, none of the most prominent 
potential Republican presidential candidates have taken that step. 

But a powerful group of Republican donors, who see the GOP’s 
staunch opposition to gay rights as a major problem, is trying to push 
the party toward a more welcoming middle ground — where 
candidates who oppose marriage rights can do so without seeming 
hateful. 

The behind-the-scenes effort is being led largely by GOP mega-donor 
















Paul Singer , a hedge fund executive whose son is gay, and former 
Republican National Committee chairman Ken Mehlman . who 
revealed his homosexuality in 2010 , long after he had left the GOP 
leadership. 

Singer’s advocacy group, the American Unity Fund, has been quietly 
prodding Republican lawmakers to take a first step toward backing 
gay rights by voting for the Employment Non-Discrimination Act . 
The measure, which is expected to come to the full Senate for a vote 
as early as this month, would ban workplace discrimination on the 
basis of sexual orientation or gender identity. 

Singer’s group recently hired as lobbyists two former GOP 
lawmakers, Tom Reynolds (N.Y.) and Norm Coleman (Minn.), who 
say they oppose same-sex marriage but support workplace 
protections for gays. 

Anned with new polling data and talking points, organizers are 
coaching lawmakers and potential candidates on politically smart 
ways to talk about gay rights to reassure general-election voters while 
not alienating core conservatives. 

A softer GOP approach, they argue, would boost the party’s chances 
with young voters, women and centrist independents, all of whom 
tend to be supportive of gay rights and have drifted away from the 
party. 

One poll-tested sound bite being suggested to candidates references 
the Golden Rule — to “treat others as we’d like to be treated, 
including gay, lesbian and transgender Americans.” The line, 
according to a memo from a GOP polling firm hired to guide the 
campaign, wins support from 89 percent of Republican voters. 

“The Republican image, unfortunately, is one in which we have an 
empathy gap .” Coleman said. “That impacts us across the board. An 
issue like this, which is about being against discrimination, feeds into 
the long-term future of the party. It addresses one of the negatives 
that we are facing today.” 

Some pro-gay-rights Republicans point hopefully to New Jersey Gov. 
Chris Christie as a case study of a GOP pol who seems to be looking 
for a politically viable approach. The governor, expected to easily 
win reelection next month, is close to Singer, though aides to both 
men declined to discuss their private conversations about the issue. 

Christie won praise from social conservatives last year for vetoing a 
same-sex-marriage bill. But he also routinely voices sympathy for 
gays; in a debate last week, for instance, he said that if one of his 
children came out, he would “grab them and hug them and tell them I 
love them.” 










Christie, who has said he does not see homosexuality as a sin , 
nominated an openly gay judge to the state Supreme Court and, in 
August, signed a law banning licensed therapists from practicing gay 
conversion therapy on minors . LGBT activists hailed an anti-bullying 
law he signed as one of the country’s toughest measures protecting 
gay children. 

Christie’s opposition has not been enough to block same-sex 
marriage in New Jersey. 

A state judge ruled last month that gay marriage should be legal, 
clearing the way for same-sex nuptials to begin this week . The 
Christie administration appealed. But the state Supreme Court, which 
will hear oral arguments in January, said last week that weddings 
should be allowed to proceed, and Christie ordered state agencies to 
comply. 

Gay rights activists, meanwhile, are rallying votes in the legislature 
on a second track, to override the governor’s veto of the marriage 
bill. 

Troy Stevenson, executive director of Garden State Equality, said his 
group has a closer relationship with Christie than it had with his 
Democratic predecessors. Like other activists, he sees the governor’s 
stance on marriage as an anomaly most likely attributable to 
calculations around his presidential ambitions. 

“I honestly don’t see what is holding him back” from supporting 
same-sex marriage, Stevenson said, “except for potentially politics.” 

Organizers of the pro-gay Republican effort say they remain 
committed to pressing for marriage rights, with Singer and Mehlman 
both backing a number of state-level campaigns — including the 
push to override Christie’s veto. 

“But we’re telling Republicans, ‘If you think you can’t get there on 
marriage, here is a safe list of things you can support,’ ” said Jeff 
Cook-McConnac, senior adviser to Singer’s advocacy group. 

Organizers say they are confident that the Senate will pass the 
Employment Non-Discrimination Act (ENDA). The Republican-led 
House, they say, is a taller order, though they note that Rep. Paul 
Ryan (Wis.), the party’s 2012 vice-presidential nominee, has voiced 
support for workplace protections in the past. 

Social-conservative leaders say the effort by gay rights backers won’t 
work. 

“Regardless of how much money [Singer and his allies] bring to the 
table, it is not to the advantage of Republican officeholders politically 
to support his agenda,” said Peter Sprigg, senior fellow for policy 






studies at the Family Research Council, one of the major evangelical 
groups opposing the ENDA. “Particularly in Republican primaries, 
the Republican Party is still strongly socially conservative. These are 
core convictions that people have.” 

Sprigg described the ENDA as a “legislative way to declare that it’s 
morally wrong to disapprove of homosexual conduct.” The bill, he 
said, is a “direct attack against the moral convictions of social 
conservatives.” 

In their lobbying appointments and meetings with candidates and 
strategists, advocates argue that politicians need not fear a backlash 
should they decide to change course on gay rights issues. 

“Because it’s so personal, we are helping them through the process 
and helping guide them, and showing them that Republican support is 
there in the electorate, that they’re not going to be punished,” said 
Dan Meyers, a former RNC staffer who is president of Project Right 
Side, an advocacy group rolled out by Mehlman after the 2012 
elections. 

Increasing pressure is also coming from Republican donors who see 
gay rights as a determining factor in who gets their checks. The issue 
routinely comes up at New York GOP fundraisers, Cook-McCormac 
said, “always in the context of, ‘The party’s got to get over this.’ ” 

New data being circulated by the campaign show that a clear majority 
of Republicans back the workplace anti-discrimination law. In 
contrast, though support for same-sex marriage has been rising 
among GOP voters, it remains a minority view in the party’s 
electorate. 

Reynolds voted against the employment-protections bill in 2007. At 
the time, he said, he saw it as a “trial lawyer bonanza.” But similar 
state laws have not sparked frivolous lawsuits, he said. 

“There just doesn’t seem to be evidence of some of the concerns that 
were presented at the time,” he said. 

The outreach to GOP lawmakers is closely aligned with a $2 million 
pro-ENDA lobbying campaign being run by a new bipartisan 
coalition called Americans for Workplace Opportunity. Singer has 
forged an unusual partnership with a liberal Democratic donor, 
Jonathan Lewis, with each pledging $250,000 for the effort. 

Singer said the ENDA is “an opportunity for Republicans to do what 
is right and reinforce the American principle that people should be 
judged on their merits.”

Think of the scope and professionalism we all understand that is present in 
NCSL, ALEC, CSG and other national legislative organizations - I envision the 
NACL being organized professionally in a similar manner, but we will be 
organizing to address legislative issues from a Judeo-Christian worldview. 

My goal is to organize the National Association of Christian Lawmakers to be a 
functioning legislative organization that has a leadership structure populated 
by Christian lawmakers on committees from the local, state and federal level. 
The concept is that we would debate and discuss issues and formulate model 
statutes, ordinances and resolutions based upon a Biblical worldview for 
introduction in cities, counties, states and nationally at the federal level. No 
other organization has done this or is currently doing this in our country 
today. You will become a charter member of an organization that will 
have a profound positive impact upon public discourse and the future 
direction of our nation. 

With recent news that voters have been electing people that openly defy 
Biblical values in several parts of our country, it is important that Christian 
lawmakers come together to consider Biblical principles and how to better 
incorporate them into our society to honor God. This is exactly what our 
founding fathers did when they formed the colonies, drafted the Declaration of 
Independence, later formed the first states and ultimately created our Republic 
under the U.S. Constitution. 

Consider this - John Jay was a member of the Continental Congress from 
1774 through 1779, serving as its president in 1778-79. He drafted New 
York’s first constitution in 1777, was the chief justice of the New York supreme 
court in 1777 and 1778. He became the United States minister to Spain in 
1779, and signed the final peace treaty with England. He was the US 
secretary of foreign affairs 1784 to 1789. He was one of the Constitution’s 
most outspoken proponents, and in 1789, he became the first Chief Justice of 
the United States Supreme Court and finally, the governor of New York from 
1795 until 1801. He co-authored the Federalist Papers and was also elected 
president of the Westchester Bible Society in 1818, and in 1821, John Jay 
became the president of the American Bible Society. 

We all should remember John Jay's courageous statement made on October 
12, 1816, 

“Providence has given to our people the choice of their rulers, and it is 
the duty, as well as the privilege and interest of our Christian nation to 
select and prefer Christians for their rulers. National prosperity can 





neither be obtained nor preserved without the favor of Providence. ” 

This is one of the most bold statements ever made by a significant leader in 
our nation. Unfortunately his wisdom has been shunned and long buried by 
secular humanists in their hope of secularizing our nation to the point that no 
mention of God is ever allowed in the public square. It is time to take action 
and I am looking for solid leaders who are willing to take a stand. 

This is why I also envision executive level leadership training for lawmakers 
and prospective lawmakers to train them how to endure the fire that we 
receive while in the trenches as elected officials. We need to be creating 
leaders who will stand strong like Daniel and Paul no matter what is thrown 
their way. 

I personally know what it is like to take a stand and become a target of those in 
our nation who want to squelch religious liberty and religious speech in the 
public square. Currently. I am the only known state legislator to actively have 
a federal lawsuit filed directly against them by the American Atheists. 

I have also been targeted by the Satanic Temple . American Humanists, the 
Freedom From Religion Foundation and Planned Parenthood over the years 
as well. I know what it is to fight for what is right and I want to ensure that 
other conservative Christian leaders are properly equipped to withstand the 
harassment tactics of the extreme Left which are meant to wear Christian 
leaders down in the public arena. This is not just another educational 
organization - this is meant to be an effort to properly equip our leaders 
and put them into the battle to save our nation. 

It has become crystal clear to me over the past eight years that we must begin 
rebuilding the foundation of our Judeo-Christian heritage in this nation. One of 

the greatest things we can do for our country in the long term is to 
organize fellow Christian lawmakers into a formidable force to steer this 
nation back towards God. I sure hope that you will help me. 

The goal is for lawmakers to come together in support of clear Biblical 
principles and do our best to ensure that our nation lives up to our national 
motto "In God We Trust". There are two central issues burdening our nation at 
this time that must be addressed by lawmakers to restore the honor of God in 
our country - abortion and same-sex marriage clearly violate Biblical 
principles. 

The time is now to take a stand before our Judeo-Christian foundation is 
forever lost in the nation. Newsweek recently reported on the recent trend of 
declining Christianity and the rise of the occult in our nation publishing this dire 
warning:
